Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Brask is 
representative of the prior art at the time of the invention. Brask teaches multifunctional, 
topological template molecules such as linear and cyclic peptides have been used for 
the attachment of peptide strands to form novel protein models (Abstract). Brask differs 
from the instant invention in that Brask does not teach a TASP containing maleimide 
functions. Additionally, Garnett Advanced Drug Delivery Reviews (2001), Vol. 53, 
pages 171-216 (Garnett) teaches that disulphide bond-linked conjugates prepared with 
a cysteine linker to SPDP-modified antibody showed a similar cytotoxicity to amide- 
linked MTX, but a conjugate containing a cysteamine linker was much less cytotoxic.
